The terrible oooze-iuencea of the 
coal strike, which for over five months 
has thrown 150,000 men out 
of work, and has caused the loss of 
millions to the country, are only now 
being felt by rhe getseral public of the 
United States and Canada.

He was forth- 
with oniervu by iue physician iuiu iiie 
hospital. Shortly after, the poor mo- 
ther ut-iraelf. likely for lack of pro- 
per nourishment In her weak state, 
had a relapse, and was compelled to 
follow her husband Into the hospital 
at lie city's expense.

Indescribable Influence and Scenes. 



Meetings on Sunday— 



The magnificent welcome given to 
the General on Saturday, Oct ith, 
must have greatly eaeered his heart, 
and convinced those who needed to 
be made aware of the fact, that the 
Salvation Army is a living and pro- 
gressive movement, that has still with- 
in it all fte vital elements which make 
It capable of Incalculable expansion. 

Seventeen steamboats had been en- 
gaged to convey the S. A. forces, at 
half-past six, oa Saturday morning, 
from the pier out in the bay, to meet 
the SjS. "Philadelphia." The General 
dad begun his breakfast, bat immed- 
iately left the table when he heard 
the Salvation Army was approaching. 
The welcome Is described by a local 
paper as follows: 

The minute the General made his 
appearance an the deck a volley of 
serial bombs were fired in the air and 
dayticht fireworks were also exploded, 
gome or the nreworks contained paper 
balloons which had the words, 'Wel- 
come home,' on them. Others had the 
Army flag printed oa them surrounded 
by various designs. 

"Every tugboat was loaded to the 
gunwales with Army followers, who 
cheered their chief again and again 
as he stood at the rail, and now and 
then the crowd on one of the boats 
would begin a hymn, which would be 
U&en up by the others. General 
Booth, on iJ>» "fty «p ti<« k»y= Kept 
continually salting from one side of 
the ship to the other, dofiing 
his hat to the cheering throng. At 
each appearance c£ Use oM General, 
with n!3 white beard flowing In the 
wind, the men and women on the tug- 
boats would break forth into a. fr*usy

■with his party, la carriages, escortGd 
by his Bon-in-law, Booth-Tucker, com-

Headquarters in Fourteenth Street 
Tha building was decorated from top 
to bottom, and an the fron*. Is a large 
sign, 'Welcome.'"

^Here the Salvationists formed Into 
a street parade, under the direction 
of LIsBt-CtefeBel aiCord and his as- 
sistants, HsjETS '>n»!i™ ;"i1 Ran-i- 
mons. With the National Staff Band 
playing lively tunes, the procession 
moved to Eleventh Avenue, to Twenty- 
Third Street, to Filth Avenue, io Four- 
teenth Street and thence to National 
Headqnartera, where the General, who 
bad teen driven In a carriage from 
Fulton Street, reviewed the troops, 
who marched to Eighth Avenue, and 
then disbanded. 

Salute of 73 Guns. 

■^Whea General Booth arrived at the 
Salvation Army Headquarters in Four- 
teenth Street a salute of 78 suns- 
one for each year of his nfe— was 
fired from the roof of the building. 
Then the - General, with some members 
of his Staff, sad his daughter and son- 
in-law,- went out on the balcony and 
revtewed the procession as It Died 
past A baud was stationed opposite 
the HeauquariAro, ami jjliyod con- 
stantly - while ine parades fticd by.

To a newspaper reporter, the Gen- 
eral gave out thefoHowing statement: 

"I have come here to lay plans for 
the eonsclldationaiid expansion of the 
various divisions of our Army in the 
United sates and Canada," he said. 
"Our "method of -working and our way 
of getting religion Into our converts 
is ad longer an experiment We hive 
shown" by- our practices that the crim- 
inal' and' victous classes can oe dealt- 
with efficiently by the least expensive - 
methods.

"I am a Uttle weary, hnt God has 
been good to me, and I am In such 
good health that I expect to see many 
more years of service. 

"Since my visit here, four years 
ago, I have not been kept from work 
by illness for more than a fortnight, 
and not In fourteen years have I had 
a holiday. 

Some Imposing Figures. 

"Since my visit hero I have traveled 
over 100 ; 000 miles, delivered l 600 ad- 
dresses -averafilBs an hour in length, 
lo auuieuce= aKgregftUsg 2,00O,G0G per- 
sons. 

•7 Jiave at these meetings seen 20,- 
000 publicly seek salvation. 3y pub- 
licly I mean coming out to the front 
before heaven, earth, and hell, and 
the reporters." 

Here the General's face kindled with 
a smile, and he looked at the news- 
paper men. 



Continuing, he said: "I have In these 
four years written 800 to 1,000 articles, 
and have carried the responsibility 
and care of the Salvation Army, 

"I am now to decent fighting con- 
dition, and though I am somewhat 
older than you gentlemen, I dare say 
I work quite as hard. 

"I ehall leave New York nest Fri- 
day for Toronto and Halifax, and on 
Nov. 9th I go to Buffalo. From there on 
I shall tour the States until -February, 
when I will close my visit with a 
week in New York. From here I go 
to Europe, flience to India and Japan, 
which latter place, God willing, I win 
reach at the end of next year. 
Purpose of His Visit 

"The purpose of my visit to the 
United States is severalfold. First, in 
the interest of human brotherhood, 
and ia thfa I might Include the cement- 
ing of ths friendship between America 
and England, I personally belong to 
every nation. 

"I come to encourage my own peo- 
ple, to Inspire the whole Army to- 
ward further consolidation and unity ; 
to enlarge the scale of work by secur- 
ing Urge gifts e* money from Amer- 
ican philanthropists for the work of 
reclaiming the submerged classes."

An Early Riser. 

The General Is an early riser — that 
Is known to all who have had anything 
to do with our honored leader— and he 
was early on deck.- A nutter 01 his 
handkerchief was the signal for loud 
"Halielujaas!" and "God bless you's!" 
from hundreds of tbro?a*. The battle 
of Trafalgar could scarcely have pre- 
sented a more animated scene. 
The General could not as yet be seen, 
but. b* it Is a characteristic of his to 
make opportunltleH -ff-isw «: *re are 
none, the General proceeded to climb 
Hie rope ladder at the aide of the 
Tassel. Then such » uufst or welcome 
went forth as told the cltlsens of 
Wester New Yorit too plainly that 
American Salvationists were doing 
honor to the father and founder of our 
one worra-wide Salvation Army.

Fifteen hundred Salvation- 
Iste, or more, united In one grand 
procession, marching through some of 
the leading thoroughfares of the city 
finally reaching (he National Head- 
quarters on Went 14th Street, where 
the General expressed, as well as he 
was able, the sincere feelings of his 
heart, for the remarkable welcome he 
had received. 

There Is very much more to he safd 
about these early preliminaries, hut 
we must hasten to place on record 
the -first public meeting In the Acad- 
emy of Music, 

At the Academy of Musis. 

At 11 a-m. the pit and two large 
galleilca, wiLh the boxes on either 
„!,!(>, were ^rOTTded with s= ca^cr and 
expectant crowd. The platform looked 
as only an Army platform can when It 
is flllco. with uniformed Salvationists 
wearing mulling, but sincere, races. 

The General's entrance was the oc- 
casion of loud hand-clapping and nro- 



platform hung a most picturesque 
motto, lettered with : " Father and 
Founder of trie on« Saivatlou Ariny 
we Welcome Yon." Tho building ™s 
brilliantly Illuminated with electricity, 
and the vast concourse of people rose 
to ning the Aral soug, accompanied 
by the National Staff Band, In proper 
spirit. 

Commissioner Pollard, who traveled 
with the General across the deep, then 
uuered a prayer that opened the gates 
of heaven and blessed all those who 
heard it. 

Colonel Lawley sang to us a fetch- 
ing chorus, to the familiar tune of 
"I'll dare to leave It there." It ran 
ttiufl — 

" Hp's walling now to nave. 
He's waiting now to save, 
From every sin that dwells within, 
He's waiting now to save." 

Needless to say. It was sung and 
sung again, until the words were as 
a living reality to all present 

Then our beloved General rose to 
'its' isrit. -it is a calamity th-°+ "old 
type cannot carry to the reader the 
Inspiration that comes with his pres- 
ence. We cannot say that be looks 
much older than when he visited this 
country four years ago, save hia hair 
is a tittle whiter, but Its silvery bright- 
ness seems a fitting crown to one who 
has served his Master from his early 
boyhood, and whose heavenly crown 
will be studded with almost countless 
Jewels on account of those won to 
Christ through his agency. 

The General commenced by remark- 
ing that the morning's meeting prac- 
tically commenced Ms campaign on 
ibis continent, and that his only object 
In coming was that the greatest pur- 
pose of bis life should ha fulfilled in 
the salvation of the lost.

THE WAR IN GERMANY, 

Sixteen years ago, accompanied by 
a young IJcatsaani from Hollaed iwho 
is sow L.lRut.-Co'ono! Govaars), 1 went 
to Germany. There I fought tor three 
weeks as a Salvation Volunteer In 
private CiOthes, under Commissioner 
Rallton, at the opening of our first 
German corps in St'Jttgart, end al- 
though the fight was very hard I wrote 
to jay frlendB In Holland, telling them . 
1 had decided to become a soldier of 
the SalvaUon Army. 

■TaiB resulted in my being turned out 
of the church, and cut o2 from my 
TOii In Amsterdam, where I hjtd been 
running four mission halls, and acting 
as superintendent over 1,500 Sunday 
School children ; hut It was my op- 
portunity oJ helping, with my wlfo and 
eldest daughters, to Introduct the Sal- 
vation Army Into Holland. 

For ten years after that, Internation- 
al Headquarters used to send me for 
a few weeks annually to help on the 
war In Germany. About nine years 
ago I did a month's tour along the 
Rhine and through Germany with 
Commissioner Rallton, our lato dear 
Colonel Junker (then St&ff-C-aptaln), 
and Capt. (now Major) Erhsrdt. We 
traveled in foarto-cisss carriages, hav- 
ing oniv our baggage to alt upon, and 
held meetings in the trains, besides 
those we conducted In the public beer- 
gardens of Bonn, Cpblens, Wiesbaden, 
Homourg, end other towns. 

At that time we had only, a dozen 
corps in Germany, and both imllee and 
pastors were much agalnBt the Army. 
Now, after sixteen years' fighting, the 
Heila Armec (Salvation Army) has 
over e. imuuKd corps, ten social in- 
stitutions; and nearly fc«r hi'Ddre* 
ornc-ers. 

It waB esneeiallv under Commission- 
er McKle and the late Colonel Junker 
that our work made such great pro- 
gress In Germany, and now Conimis- 
sloner and Mrs. OUpbast are just the 
right leaders to consolidate and extend 
the iscrk. 

1 accompanied the Commissioner on 
tour through A!?"ce rw»n«y. "We 
held seven meetings in the corps at 
Mulhausen, Colmar, Freibourg, and 
Str-asb'^rs, — ^hleii >»« •>» »- !»-!»y 
as forty-three eouIs come lo the penit- 
ent form. - 

At Frankfort, where our ofnuers Sen 
five hundred copies of the War Cry 
weekly, we had two souls saved In a 
small meeting, and at Cologne, where 
1 Biwni. the wpetc-end with the D. O.. 
Stafi-CapL Bissmeyer, . we saw 
twenty-ow? eoula out for salvattoa.

Boiled PJ.ce P'ldding (No. 21.— Wash 
two teacupfuls of rice, and soak In 
water for half an Uour ; th-au turn off 
the water, and mix tie rice with half 
a pound of raisins, stoned and cut In 
halves, add a little salt, tie the whole 
in a cloth, leaving room for the rice 
to swell twice its natural size, and 
toil two hours In plenty of water. 
Serve with wine sav.ee. 

Rice SnownallB. — Wash Iwu teacup- 
fuls of rice, and boil it In one teacup- 
fnl of water and one of milk, with a 
little salt II the rice is not tender 
when the milk and water are absorbed, 
add a little more milk and water. 
"Wben the rice Is tender, flavor with 
vanilla, form tt into bails, or mouiu it 
into a compact form with little cupa.

CHAPTER XL 
Josapll 1 A.D. 1705-1711. 

Joseph, the eldest son of Leopold 1., 
was twenty-six when he hecame Em- 
peror, He was a very sensible and 
able man, superior to most of lis 
ramlly. He waa fair and handsome, 
and was learned In mauy languages, 
with much knowledge of art nnd 
seience ; tie was also much more free 
and ready of speech and mnnncr than 
his father, though he hated fine 
speeches, and woiilu not u.itend to 
birthday odes. "I come to hear music, 
not my own praise," he said, when 
these 'began in Lhn LhpRtro. 

He took away some of the harsh 
decrees agelnst the- Protestants who 

and he forhade the Catholic priests' 
to preach sermons abasing lhem. and 
in everything bn CT ve bis chief con- 
Ad PDce to Prince E'jgcsc, to whom hs 
looked up like a father. 

War was going en everywhere. The 
Bavarians had revolted sgntnut thp 
Austrlaos, and called hack their Elect- 
or, with the help of the French, .ir.rt 
there was a sharp war before he was 
driven out again, and nut to the ban 
of the Empire. 

The August of Sa=ony, as King of 
Poland, had. In alliance with Russia, 
made war on the young King Charles 
XIII. of Sweden, and had thus brought 
down on himself a most terrlhle en- 
emy, for Charles was one of ihe. mn«t 
fierce and stern of warriors, less like 
a man than a piece of Iron wound up 
to do nothing but fight. He drove 
August out of Poland, hunted him up 
and down Saxony, ueat him over and 
over apun, ami vvould not grant him 
any respite unless ho would resign 
the crown of Foland, and give up 
outer matters very dear to him. 
August begged io see Charles, in 
hopes of softening him, but the Swede, 
to show his contempt for the shameful 
luxury he found In ihe palace at Dres- 
den, would talk of nothing but his 
great j&ck-bcotn. telling the other King 
that he never tool: them off, save wh;n 
he went to bed. He stayed a year !u 
Saxony, and settled Lbo affairs of Po- 
land by making Kiug a younr; noM=- 
man named Stanls'as Lickslnslcy, 
after which he marched off io Ru sin. 
where he found the Czar, Peter 1I10 
Great, mueii tou strong for him. 

The war of the Spanish succession 
was going on all the time, though the 
Archduke Karl was iinaiule to bold any 
ground In Spain ; Marltorough was 
fightiug tbc French in the Nether- 
lands, and Eugene wr-.s sent by Joseph 
to help hia ousln ui' Stvo.v, whose 
lands were being terribly ravuee:! hi- 
the French, 

His ciLpltnl. Turin, was being be 
sieged, when Eugene brought up the 
Austrian army, and attacked the 
French In their camp, gaining surh 
a victory, that out of fifty thousand 
men, only twenty thousand were left 
by the time tne broltcn army arrived 
at Plgnerol, and the French were en- 
tirely dr' .'en out of Lombardy. Then 
Eugene marobed eve.i to the kingdom 
of Naples, where ihe people were quite 
willing to cast off the dominion of 
Philip of France ; and after this, 
TDu^ene a!*d Victor A12— ens ad- 
vanced into the old Imperial fier uf 
Provence, and laid siege to Toulor, 
but co'iiSu not take It. The House or 
Austria hud uevflr bo prospered slnto 

go!ng""to JolV "Marlborough In the 
Netherlands, shared In another great 
victory at Oudenarde.
